Were by'the King: ( who'was incenſed'by 'freth Accuſers )'taken

In the feilds, without any proceſſe of Law; and Marhiasthe youn- 
ſt brother to be conveyeda Priſonerin ſtrong Chainesto Vienne, 
One thing'was obſeryable , that the Headfmian'when'hee ſhould 
- mheecy Ulauilaus , ftruck him three /blowes without fetching 
ood, and though hee proteſted his irnocency, hee was never the 

feſs diſpitched. But God to whom Vengeancealwayes belongeth, 
winithed that King of Hungary , for inthe yeare 1458',- as he was 
 Eavelling to Prague to marry with that incredible precious/ Princeſs 
EMeudalen , Danghter of the King'of France, hee'(beingtherr but 

_ 18 yeares old) was in the-fpace of thirty hotres-in heafth and dead, 
beting upon'z4 of November deſtroyed by Poyſon; But Mathis 

' was-miraculouſly delivered by his Unckle, who ſent tothe King of 
' Bohemia 50000 Hungary gilders, by whith hee was not onely: dif- 


*Eharged, biic theKing of Bohemia gave him his daughter'to 'W: yo 


by which meanes Mathias himſelfe came tobe the Kirg of Hungary» 
and was ſuccesfull in his Warrs againſt the Turkes, not withſtan- 
ding , that the Polander much enyyed him , who himſelfe would 
have had rhe Hungarian Crowne on his head; but was in the yeare 
1463 at Bania ſhott with an Arrow in the backe. Anno 1481' 
the Turkiſh Emperour Mahomet deceaſed of a great fit of the Col- 
Hike, which continued three dayes. Anno 1490 dyed King Marhias, 
having greived himſclfe too much about ſome harſh words which 
he had 'uſed againſt one of his Servants. Anno 1520 the Hunga- 
rians more and more declining mocked and ſhamefully intreated 
the Turkith Embaſſadors, whereupona Warr enſues, in whichthe 
Turkes won YVeiſenburgh, beating King Lodowick; a Monck by his 
too much bragging being the lofs of this , ( his name was Tomo-. 
rewes, ) becaufchec pertormed not hispromiſe'in time , and King 
Lodowick ſtumbling tn a hole in the Water called Drabmarr (which 
was but a ſpann and a halfedeepe)though comming out, was thrown' 
backward and his Horſe fell upon him, under which heeat laft was 
ſmothered; That villainous Moncktwo Bithops, and fowre other: 
heads, were carryed through the Turkith Leaguer, and amongſt o- 
thers the head of Ladi/lans Soleani Archbithop of Gran, who would 
very faine have leftagreat Treaſure behinde-him, withour affilting 
the King therewith, the Turkith Emperour faying , Thar Frances 
Bary Biſhop of VVaradyn had done better,by warning the King againſt 
this Battle; and ſecinga piece of Hungary money upon which both 
the Kingand Queene of Hungary(who where bothofth:myoung) 
coyned or-inſtamped, is ſaid tothave been/grieved, that his:Coun- 
cell had not adviſed himaginſt that feild Battle,he notbeeing come 
into Hungary to prejudice the King Lodowick , but *to avenge the 
fpitefull x ſhewedto his EmbMadours,and thath-e(if Lodowich 
had beenalive) would willingly have aſſigned the wholeKingdomets 
him,upona ſmall Tribute, becauſe-tite had been'decetved and edit 


| cedby his owne people; butthe Turkes when they ſpeak faire are 


not tobetruſted forthey did afterwards winn-Peſtand OfFen;which 
King Ferdinand 1527 rewomn , but loſt the fame —_—_— and alſs

rour. returned; to Conſtantinople , and | made fohn Vaywed ar Offen

marched out (although he promiſed them their lives) did hee cauſe 
to be killed tn the feilds, for their perfideouſnes, thereby punihin 
the falfitie of Soldiers, whillt hee as Turkith Emperour — 
fates, by breaking his promiſe, mad: tothe German Soldiers: So-.

Anno 1540. /ohnKing of Hungary decealing, left a Widdowand 
2 Son of elcavcn dayes old bekind-him , the Chriſtians called hn 
Steven but the Turkes John [ſabella, the Widdow was by a Monck 
whoſe name was Lerzan, perſwaded , thatboth of them thould rake 
the Crowne of H:ngary upon their heads ; The Monck being cun- 
ang, rn_ge poore, yet of anoble houſe of Croarta, and educated by 
the deceaſed King lohns Mother, bcingathamedtoſerve othermen, 
retired himſelfe into a Monaſtery at Sr Paxllearning as much Latin 
as that hee could ſay the Mafſe : 'tis true that King' hn made much 
of him; and riaen the Monck carried himſelfe well ,: in ſo much . 
rhat the King made him his Steward over Tranflvanis, and gave 
him the Biſhoprick of Y/Varadyn; but this Monck and the Queen 
fearing that the Emperour Ferdinand, in perſuite of the peace con- 
cluded betweene eLſtria and Huncarie would endeavour tomake 
himſclfe Maſter of Hungary , ſem m the name of the young Son 
{whom they pretended to defirethat he thould remaine King of 
Hungary ) to the Turkith Empetour, a'two yeares contribution, 
namelya tun of Gold , and one hundred filver gilt dithes , forty 
Cotcs embroidercd with Gold andVylyer,afterthe Turkith fathion, 
.andthirty pound weight of beaten Gold; whereby they obtained 
great aſſiſtance againſt the German Emperour in ſomuch, thatanno 
1541 the Turkes won Peſt out of which the inhabitants as if they 
had beenpetſned rann away in ſomuchthat the River Donaw turacd 
read with their blood , looſing thereby 2500 Men , and 186 pieces 
-of Cannon.So/yman'the Turkith Emperour being incenſed by ſome 
of his Soldiers-( indeſpite oftheEmperour of A»ſt-:a) cauſed the 
Chriſtian Priſoners to be maſſÞcred; but ſenttothe Queen of Hrun- 
gary and his freind the Moncke great preſents , deſiring to fee her 
cheife Lords and Son” in his Leaguer , the Monck doth. not 
councel the Queen to the contrary thereof , but promiſeth to re- 
maine ſurety , that her ſon ſhould be by Solyman returned to his

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Mother ; .though when they -were come thither , and whilſt 
Solyman kindly yet decciptfully entertained them, and the'Lords 
who accompanied themz;; he overinaſtered the Citic Offen ; after» 
wards hec = the young King .backe againe , but detained the: 
Lords who brought himthither , and made the Monck Treafurer: 
the Emperour Ferdinand did thenbegg to obtaine Hungary and Se- 
venbergen of him, butyctinyaine, The Moncke Juriaen having pgot- 
xen in all liklyhood his will of the Queen , :maintaingd her very 
meanly, in fo much, that ſhee complained to the Emperour of Tur- 
"key (for thce could not ſuſtaine her ſelfe with that which Iuriaenal- 
lowed hcr, but Solyman cauſed careto be taken ofher whichſo much 

| grievedthe Monck<e; that he ſaid tothe Earle of Solms, thathee kneys 
a way to bercavethe Queen ( although thee was the Daughter of 
Sigiſmund King of Poland ) of all het Kingdoms, And there- 
upon begana Warr in Tranfiluanta, wherein the Inhabitants incline 
to the Traytor and deſert the Queen; Butyet the Sechler; a truſtie 
; people, remaining faithfullto the Queene, forced the Moncketoan 
agrecment; afterwards /#r:aen becameperjured, and hee ſeckethaf- 
faitance of Ferdinand the German Emperour, who inthe yeare1548 
won Erlaz ; In the yeare i55rt the Moncke had ſo much ſeduced 
_ the Emperour , that the King of Sroel! - YYeſſenburgh conſtrained 
” the Queen to agree with Jurigen and to ſurrender Tranſilvania, 
to him , Ferdinand was to give her for a preſent the ſumme of 
150000 Hungary Crownes yeartly , and yearely to her Son 25000 
Crownes, and that the Queene ſhould incorporate the City Caſhay 
but afterwards the truth appeared, for when the Kingat Tablcere- 
lated tothe Emperours Generall Caſto/do, that Keriaen the Moncke 
was the occaſion of all thoſe troubles , hee a moneth after fell of 
fromthe Emperour, and jn-the interim a Turkiſh Baſhaw intended 
x0 have taken the Queene priſoner; But it ſped not,andin the meane 
wmc was Tranſilvania conveyed over to the Emperour, at which 
the Turke was incenſed, and not being content withthe agreement 
bctweene the Emperour and the: Queen , thereupon followed a 
Fo Warr in Tranfilvania , in which the Monck appcareth inthe 
fetld; and at the Emperours earneſt intreaty, Jurian the grand knave 
was by Pope Julz#s the third made Cardinall , who by, credit of his 
; hate 
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tathaQed very prejudicilly againſt Chriſteadome , in ſo much, as. 
thefe were ſeveral deſigned to make him away, to whichend Caſtal- 
do Palavicino one of the Imperial Colonells, comming to BinrFto 
adviſe withthe Monck, concerning the management ofthe Imperiall 
Army,andnot being ſatisfied with the Moncks opinions concerning 
| the ſame, Caftaldo departed from the Monckin a great diſcontent, 
| and comming by Andreas. Loperean another Commander of the 
Army , told how neceſſary it was , that the -Monck ſhould be di- 
ſpatchs out of the way, oral Hungary would be loſt. Both agree 
with 24 Spanith ſoldiers, to ſurpriſe ſome Towres of the City, and, 
order ſeveral Troops coVe ina readineſs , neer to the gates ofthe 
Citic of BintJ , and that night it was obſetved that the River was 
ſwel'd ſo high, thatit was never knowne before in the memory of 
the cldeſt inthe Civie , at which the Monck himſclf was notalittle 
troubled; inthe morning as the Moncks Waggons did ufualy goe out 
of the gates of the Citic, for proviſions, ſeverall Heyduks cloathed in 
turkiſh habits to. hyde their Armes, came into the Cittie, and Palavict- 
20 attended with ſome truſtie ſpaniſh Soldiers,came very early to the 
Moncks Lodgings , defiring to ſpeak with the Mondk , havingin 
their campany ( for toavoyd ſuſpition) an other Spaniard who was. 
theMoncksSecretary,who havingaletter in his hand, was immediatly 
admitted into the Moncks Chamber: Palaviceno ſtepping after, held 
the dore ſothatitmight not be ſhut againe, the Secretary comming 
tothe Monck, whowas leaning upona Table in hisnight-Gowne, 
deliredleave of him to goe with the Marckgraef Palavicino toVrennay 
and if hee pleaſed to command him any | thither, giving him 
the letter he carryed in his hand, and deſiring him to read it, which 
while the Monck was doing, the Secretary being behind him,ſtrooke 
this Monck with his Dagger upon the thoulder, foe that it came 
throw his breaſt and out neere his throat whereupon the Monck 
creyed out O /eſu Mary: and ſtruck the Secretary upon his breaſt, 
inſomuch that hee fell backward againſt the corner ofthe Table,the 
Marquis hearing the noyſe, Suddenly ſtepped with his naked ſword 
into the Chamber , and with a mighty blow clett his headafunder, 
the other Spanyards entering in, killed him outright, after hee had 
firſt bitterly wept, Oteſus Mary our Lady:my deare bretheren Ts 
| B ore 
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fore doe you this? Thus punithed God one by the other: thoſe who 
murthered the Monck remained notunpuniſhed, ſor Palavicino was 
tiken Priſoner by the Turkes, and caried away into Slavery : two o- 
thers of them was beheaded in France,an other was for his falſhood 
uartered, and an other was killed by a wild Boar: And the Prince- 
: rw of Tranſilvania fell afterwards into grcatcr miſery theneyer be. 
fore: The Turkiſh Emperour underſta aa theMoncksdeath,who 
had beenvery ſerviceable to him in many things( to the prejudice of 
Chriſtendume) became very ſorrowfull , and the more, becauſe the 
Chriſtians became maſters of all the Moncks fortreffes and riches, 
whereupon heein his turkith wrath, ſwore by Mahomet to avenge 
the ſame upon Tranſilvania, for it vexed him ſorely, that 250000 
Crownes which the ſaid Monck left behinde him , and alſo 50000 
Crownes lying amongſtthe Officers at Bints, VVaradyn,Vivar and 
Deve, cameinto the hands ofthe ChriTians : although the German 
Empcrour Ferdinand did very juſtly command, that all ſuch ſummes 
as hee had in his lifetime taken from the Queene, ſhould be againpayd 
unto her, out ofthe Moncks reli&t goods,and didalſo out ofthe ſame 
_ richly reward thoſe who murtheredtthe Monck,and did cauſe 
the reſt ofthe Gold and Silverto be melted, and Hungary money to 
be coynedthereof, whichpeeces orkinde ofmony as being of good 
allowance, did long afterwards cauſe the Hungary Ducats and ſmaller 

pieces to be well h—_— of. Onthe other fide the Pope wasan 
thatthe Emperours Folkes had killed the Monck, and did therefore 
deſpiſe the Emperours Embaſſadours, hee thinking itto be an infal- 
lible ching,that becauſe he had giventhe Monckea Cardinalls hat, he 
was therefore virtuous inall his dealings, as ifthat underſtanding and 
virtue wereentailed to that dignity, and hee cauſed the Emperour,for 
that cauſe to be ſharply urn: au bY that hee cauſed a perſon ſo well 
qualified, and renowned in Europe, to bee murthered. The Empe- 
rour Ferdinandasan obedient Sonn of the Church of R ge , fearing 
to enrage the Pope promiſed to demonſtratethe juſt demerit of the 
Monck,and that the manifold villanies by him committed weremore 
then certain enough, but it availed nought, becauſe the Pope requircd 
that they ſhould have made him Heire ofthe Monks Eſtate "he he 
ſemeto that end three expreſſe Legates from Rygme to eAvſtria, _ 
they 
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chey ſhould ſend him over a true Inventory of all the Moncks reli& 
goods; But the Germans anſweredthe couvetous Legates , that the 
Military perſons were paid therewith, andthatthere was not ſo much 
found,as they had made the Pope belceve. This; did the Legates write 
over tothe Pope, who being thereby the more inraged, ſaid, thatthe 
ſinns of the Murtherers of the Monck , ſhould never be forgiven: 
notwithſtanding that there were ſeycrall originall Letters ſhewed tq 
the faid Legates, which the ſaid Moncke had inhis lifetime, -( to the 
ſhame of the Chriſtians)exchanged withthe Turkes,in one of which 
amongſt the reſt , ſtood written as followeth , That he had agreed 
with Solyman thÞ Turkiſh Emperonr, that he ſhould have cauſed him 
(although but a Monck,) to becrowned King of Hungary , and that 
alone with this condition, that hee ſhould pay but a ſmall Tribute to 
Solyman, In the meane while, the Turke accordingly as hee had 
threatned prefently invaded Tranflvania, taketh Temeſwar, Sobuch 
and Solnoch; beſicged Erlan, in which place, the Woman aſwell 
as the Men demonſtrated their courage , for defence of their 
Countrie , forthey madcin the Citie a mutuall and ſolemne Cove- 
nantto that end one with another: 1. That upon paine of death no 
peace ſhould be made with the Turkes , 2. That no#man ſhould 
yicld themſclves to the Turkes, z. Neither give any other anſwer to 
themthen by ſhootingagainſt them, 4.That itby famine they were 
compelled to each others Fleſh ; that it ſhould be noe ſham toany 
Onc. 5. That Woman as well as Men ſhould worke atthe fortifica+ 
tions for thereleife of ficke and woundedperſons. 6. Thatforpre- 
vention of all treaſon it was ordered that but 3or 4 perſons ſhould 
aſſemble together, or talke privatly , being alwayes mindefull how 
they ought to fight for their Countrey. 7. That all ro ſhould 
be to each one equally divided. 8. That allPoultrey and choiſeſf 

fare, ſhould beonely preſerved forthe ſicke and wounded perſons: 

Thoſe of &1ar being thus reſolved , did manfully reſiſt thirteen 

moſt bloody Stermes ; and although Mahomer Baſhaw promt- 

ſed them all favours and Priviledges, yetthey contemncd theſame, 

and gave no other anſwer unto hisflittering promiſes, but ſhewed 

hima dead Beare, covereth with a moutning Cloath, which they lif- 

tcd up, upon two ſpeares aboyc the Walles , giving himtherebyto 
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underſtand, thatthsy would rather manfully within the Walls die 
for the defence of the Citie, then leaving the ſame become ſlaves te 
the Tarckes , or dicas faithleſs Chriltians. And theſe Rules were 
thus regiſtred in their records. Tn this Seige it happened , that a 
Woman ſtanding upon the Walls , her Husband was ſhott dead 
dowaec by her ſide, atwhich thee being undaunted, would not de. 
payt from the Walls to bury her Husband , before ſhee had taken 
her revenge uponthe Turkes forit, to which end ſheedid preſently 
diſrobe her Husband of his Armes , and put themupon her ſelfe,and 
was not ſatisfied before thee had killed three Turkes with herowne 
hands, and then thee cauſed her Husband to be buryad intheChurch. 
Another Woman in this Scige carrying a greate Stone upon her 
head , to fling downe upon the Saraſens who were ſtorming , her 
head was ſthott of : her Daughter ſtanding by her ſide , not with- 
{ſtanding thee was much bloodied with the thot, madeather mother, 
tookeupthe ſame ſtone,and killed two Turkes, andwounded other 
two therewith ; whereby ſhee wholly forgot her mothers death. 
Anno 1556 wonn the Turkes Stoel-VVeiſſenburgh. Anno 1558 Fer- 
dinand was Ele&cd Emperourin (harles the fitths place, and after 
him Muximulian , who quitted himſelfe well againſt the Turkes, 
but the moſt deteſtable thing was, that'the Hangarians themſelves, 
out of malice to eachother encouraged the Turkes , in ſomuch that 
they cruelly plagued Hungary, Tranfiluania, YVVallachia, and other 
parts, practifing about nothing elſe but to ſpoile Europe,and fought 
by divers wayes and-meanes (thoughin vaine ) to obraine the aſfli- 
ſtance of the Northerne and Weſterne Chriſtians -; *Tis true they 
rocured fone who aſſiſted them with Gunnpowder and Cannon, 
and alſo ſome Ingeniers , and fireworkes , by the way of Muſcovie, 
intending thereby to have forced the ſtrong forterefle Szgeth; which 
the Count Seryz underſtanding, and having underſtood their incli- 
nation thereunto ſeverall yeares before , hee ſtopt up the Gates of 
the place with carth and tooke atr'oath to the death of the Citti- 
ſens, that they wouldnever lyſten to the Turkes,in ſo much, that 
when as the Turkes ſometimes , though they had advanced or got- 
\ ten ſome what, hee defended theplace very manfully, andthoughthe 
* Baraſens in one-day ſaw aboyc zoo Turkes headsſtucke upon ſprates 
| 'roun 


about the Walls at which ſight their courageand force to fight was 
loſt,they yetattempredto perſwade & bribe the fameCountSeryn by 
money (though in vaine)to deliver over the ſaid place: In the meane 
time'Solyman the Turkith Emperour dieth: theTurkes (according 
tortheir deceiptfullnature) thewed the Soldicrs the Corpsina Cot- 
{in, pretending that thoſe who ſaw him, and ſtormed Szgech, ſhould 
be aſſiſted by the deceaſed Solyman, and become maſters of theplace: 
the Janiſaries in this matter the moſt earneſt, fell on manfully upon 
the Caſtle, bat they found:by the manfull refiſtance-themſelves won- 
derfully deceived. Then Count Sery2 was again by the Garriſon 
very much preſſed, and demanded ,-why they ſo long ſhould with- 
{tand ſoe great force , the Soldiers pretending, that they lived but 
-by their wages and the Oath, the Count ſeeing their diſcontent, and 
that there wasnoe othet iſſue, but death to be expected, he put-on:a 
darke purple Suite of Cloathes, tooke the Keyes of the Caſtle,anda 


100 Hungary Gilders; the wh, 119 Enſignes, his Semiter and Target, 


andlaying them by him, he ſentfor the Souldiers, leaning with his 
arme upontheſaid Armesand Keyes, he ſpake to them inthis man- 
ner , Theſe things which 1 yet have by me, and ſtill in my power, ſhall 
never ( as long as the eAlmighty_ſpareth my health ) be taken from me 
for 1am ready for the defence thereof to fight rill death, &c: The Sol- 
diers being 6% encouraged, continue in theirfidelity ,. fo long 
till at lait,, the cogp'c”,” after ſeverall wounds by him reccived, 
died of three hott Wfich hegot in-his head , by-which meanesthe 
fortreſle Srgeth was won by the Turkes. Anno 1570 aPcace was 
concluded,betweenthe German Emperourand the Turkith Empe- 
rour: And the Turkith Emperour S#ltan Selym, having reigned eight 
yeares deceaſed , almoſt about the ſametime, when Rwudo!phus was 
made King of Bohemia, Anno 1576 dyed the. Emperour /Maximr- 
{an,atthe dyet at Regensburgh, when asthetruce with the Turkes 
was prolonged from eight to ſixtecn.yeares: Anno1586,, was all 
along the River Donaw agreatfamine , and foure yeare after happe- 
ned cight or 9 Earthquakes. Then came Haſan Baſhaw of Boſnis 
:before Caniſa, by 1/arin, diflembling at frlt not to take the place, 


-but marched up againſt the Cloyſtcr of Zagabria, whichhe battered 


«with. 24 pieces. of Cannon , .-but becauſe the ſaid Cloyſtcr was foe 
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well ſituated betweene the Rivers, the Szrz and Culpa,he couldnot 
obtaine it. The Turke ſecing of how much concernement this 
place might be to him , and not willing to let fall fo dainty abit, 
ſent many rich preſentstothe Commander thereof, and alfo infor- 
med himthat the ſecretsof their Cloyſter had becn long fince made 
knowne to him, the ſaid Commander growing jealous of ſuch boa- 
ſtings, examincd every one inthe Cloyltcr , totrye if any of them 
keptany correſpondence withthe Turkes, and at laſt found out that 
the cheifc head of the Cloyſter wasthe perſon who kept intelligence 
witn the Turkcs, who allo five yeares before had ihe money of 
the Turkes to betray the ſame ;z hee was preſently impriſoned, and 
was in preſence of thoſe who were ſent from the Turkes throwne 
alive downe out of a high Window of the ſaid Cloyſter , into the 
River the Sar, and there drowned : There was no other anſwer 
oiyen to the Turkes , but thatthey thewed them all their Cannon 
and Armes : They returning brought backthe newes of all tothe 
+ wars _— himſelfe thus cheated and mocked, became much 
nraged, and endeavored to winn the place , both by ſubtilitie'and 
under hand dealing,forhe wellknew how muchthe place concerned 
him. And wrote therefore to the Commander, thathe ſhouldpro- 
vide himſelte of ſome faithfull perſons, and appointaday and timeta 
treate with him in due forme about the ſurrender of the Cloy- 
ſter, | 
And now the Turkith Emperour hi ome many Caſtles 
and Strengths, moſt by ſubtilitie: upon the g of F«ly gaye the Chri- 
ſtian Army agreatdetcate, the Sunnehaving the day before appeared 
blood-red inthe Firmament, fromthe morningto the Evening:here- 
upon the terrour of the Turkes grew foe exceeding great in Styre-" 
mark and (roatia, that at this timeit happencd in the cheife Citie 
Labbath , «Metropolis of (roatia , that certain mad Companions 
came there and made the Citie beleeve, that the Turkes were come 
before the Gates : The Inhabitants being thereby much afrighted 
threw all their beſt goodsinto Cartcsand Waggons,and ſoc fled our 
of the Citie, whichthcy whally forſooke, thoſe Mothers who had 
many Children and could not take them along with them,attheir de- 
parture kifled them as if they ſhould never againe haye ſeenethem, 
many 
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many ofthemaſwell Women as Children, were by their haſty flight 
trodden under footeby Horſcs, , But when thity were come juſt out 
of the Citie, and aſſured that it was all talſe, they returned backe a- 
gain intotheir Citic and Houſes, The German Emperqur Rxdol- 
ph, finding himſelfc too weake, to refiſtthe Turkes, requeſted af- 
tiſtance of rhe German Princes , and obtainesit , But his Army of 
7000 men was upon the17 of Seprember totally routed, in fomuch, 
that but 84 Men ofthem eſcaped , who for feare, of being cutinpie- 
ces like the reſt , hid themſelves in a certaine Chappel,, amongſt the 
dead Mens bones. Then won alſothe Turkes the fort Se George: 
thc12 of Zune were the Turkes by the River (pa ſhamefully bea- 
ten by the Chriſtians , leaving behindthem much Cannon ,and great 
Booty ; the proviſion Ships, many other ſhipping upon the Dozay, 
which lay below the Bridge,amongſt which, the Ship wherein Haſan 
Baſhaw and almoſt all the Turkith Grandees were got ſunckc inthe 
Water, &werethere all drowned together, withthe ſon ofthe Tur- 
Kiſh Emperours Daughter. The Emperour being hereupon enraged, 
ſwore hee wouldrevengeit, and cauſed the 24 Kos. when, he 
had wonne Szeſech, allthe Men and Women which where therein to 
be cutin pieces, and throwne into the Water by ({pa, and dealt fur- 
ther moſt inhumanely , both with Women and Children, a certain 
Moncke who thought to hide himſcelfe , he cauſed to be fleacd alive, 
cut inpieces, and ſo burnt : burning alfo all that was there, tooke 
likewiſe 50o Chriſtians with him, to torture them in their captivity: 
hee cauſed alſothe peace with the German Emperour to be broken, 
and deſired no longer Tribute ofhim;but would deſtroy his Coun- 
ercy withfireand {word,he cauſed preſcntly the Embaſſadour ofthe 
Emperour R #do/phus to be bound with Iron chaines, one of which 
was locked about his Necke, and the other about his feete, and cau- 
fed all the faid Embaſſadors Servants in his preſence to be murthe- 
red and cuttin pieces ; then he entred the feild, and wonn the Cittic 
Vefpryn,after that the Chriſtians had along time defended the fame, 
ſome eſcaping atafally port, after they had ſctthe Cittie on fier, to 
aplacecalled Papa: afterwards hee wonne Palarta, butthe Garriſon 
(contrary to promiſe made) were all cut off: upon the 3oof Sepremm- 


ber hee cometh before Papa , out of which place two Hungarians 
ronn

run over to the Turkes and diſcoveredunto them all the ſecrets of the 
Citie ſo that the Govyernour yieltled up the chiefe fortrefle to the 
Turkith Emperour uponparolc, raghid that they might; have li- 
berty to march out; But owe as hee with hispoeple were without 
the gates both hce and-all his people were cutt in pieces by the 
Turkes; But God raiſed againc other Enemyes againſt the Turkes, 
for the Perſians and Georgians ſtood up againſt the grand Signiour 
by which meanes the Chriſtians tooke the occaſion to beficge Sroel= 
VVeuſſenburgh and the Turkes comming to the reliefe therceofwere 
courageouſly beaten, the Chriſtians wonne Sabarga, which is apaſs 
into Hungary, and leaving Sroel-V/eiſſenbursbelieged , won Fulleck, 
and upon the 1t of November againe,very ſtoutly beate the Turkes our 
of the fcild, and afterwards tooke in- Dregel, Palanoka, Samoſko, A- 
niacko, Smolk yschow, and YVerſkee, Anno 1594 were more pre= 
parations made in Germany againſt the Turkes then cyer before:: the 
Duke «Mathias was made Generall of the Leaguer; It happened 
thit: in the depth of Winter the Garriſon of Comorra- going out 
upon a partie , did intercepta wrkith Bride, fitting _=_ neatly 
trimmed turkiſh Waggon, with two turkiſh Boyes and an old Bel- 
dame, who had order to carry the Bride ( who was the Bathaw of 
Papans Daughter ) to her Bridegroome ; the Soldiers brake the 
Waggoninpieces , letthe Beldame eſcape , but brought the Bride 
(who was very beautifull and aimable) and the two Boyes into (0- 
»orra : The Chriſtians wonn alſo I oveorade and Petryna; the IT 
of 7uly the Turkes wonn Doris, and belieged Raab, which they 
(after much blood ſhed, and brave defence made) gott by treachery 
from the Count van Hardeck , who forthe fame was beheaded (and 
his hand with which hee had ſubſcribedjthe agreement) choprt off; 
the Turkes having thus gotten the Key ofthe Romith Empire, be- 
feiged Comorra, inthe mcanetime Amuraththe FTurkith Emperour 
uponthe 8 of faznary dyedat Conſtantinople , Mahomer the zs9 ſuc- 
cceded in his place, who being a fubtle Prince ( affoone as hee was 
eNten upon the Throne, and knowing!that the Prince of Tranfolva- 
214 (who. was but newly marryed to the Lady aria ( hriſtina of 
Azuſtria the Daughter of the Arch-Duke. (harles of Auſtria) had 
made a ſtrong and acare Alliance with the Roman Emperouragai! wn

the Turkes , and that thoſe of Trarlvaniacould do him much 
harmme, wroteto this new marryed Prince, in very friendly manner, 
andpromiſed to fett the Crowne of Hungary upon his head, telling 
him» that he could not beleeve thata Nation as his was, that had all: 
wayes teceived ſo many courteſies fromthe Turkes, could now fo 
forſake their BenefaRors ; promiſed alſo to make him Generall over 
FVVallachia and Moldavia ; But all this was in vaine , the Prince of 
Tranſylvania remained faithfullto the houſe of /Luſtria, and did af- 
terwards beatethe Turkes out of the feild: Afterwards the Chriſti- 
ans beſieged Graz, lying upon the Donaw ( who in the moneth of 
July ſaw by nightaburning Rod in the Firmament, whichappeared 
molt fearfully like abundle of branches) and ſuffered muchtrouble 
and lofſe inthe ſaid Siege: Arlaſt the Turke came with agreat force 
toreleive Gran: whereas a Hungarian borſeman came into thejChri- 
ſtian Leaguer crying outaloude , Ho kill all (brifttans, kill all Chri- 
ſtrans: The Generall « Mansfeld hearing this, caufed the Hungarian 
to be apprehended , and preſently in his Bootes and Spurres to be 
hanged up: The Turkes indeed fcll on very furiouſly, and tomake 
themſelves more outrageous in the attacque, had ſwallowed very 
muchof a herbe they call 2faſla , which cauſed themto foame very 
much at the mouth: one of their Horſemen, who was behung round 
about with Gunpowder (and thoughtto get into Gray, to the aſſt- 
{tance of the beſteged) being ſhott , and the powder catching fire, 
the Turke together with his Horſe, in moſt fearfull manner flew up 
into the Ayre, and fclldowne again in many pieces; inthis fight the 
Turkes were beaten, and forced to flie, in ſo much, that Graz was 
upon the 25 of eAngnſt forced to yeild , and the 24 of Seprember 
Petrina alſo, The Prince of Tranſylvania did at the ſame time 
marchoutagainſt the Turkes, and when he was come into the firſt 
Village in PPallachia, and had thereplaced his princely Pavillion , a 
yery great Eagle came flying downe from a very high Rocke, and 
fettupon the Princes Tent, which the Princes Courtiers feeinp,pre= 
fently brought their Lord the mefſage , who commanded thar they 
thould protfer the'Eagle ſome meate, which the Eagle tooke , and 
did cate, and kept company with the Leaguer , and letherſelte be 
willingly taken, and was afterwardsa long time fedandnourithed -

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the Princes Court: upon the 15 of Ofoberthe whole Leaguer beheld 
above the ſatd Rockein the Eaſt amoſt fearefull Comet; ſoon after- 
hee puts the Turkes to flight, winneth Se George, Tergoviſt , and 
. Georea. Anno1597 the Chriſtians winn Toes, Anno 1599 the Wal- 
loones andFrench ſellthe ſtrong fortrefle Papa, andallo Caniſia to 
the Turkes, Anno 1600 they wonn Stoelwesſſenbourgh, and burnt 
the whole Citie, and with a Cannon hott beate in pieces the ſtone 
Monument, under which King Lad:ſlaws, his Wife, and her Daugh- 
ter «Mary lay buried, and diſpoyled the Corps of all their Jewells, 
none of which were ever recovered or reſtored. Anno 1604 dieth 
the Turkiſh Emperour,his Succeſſor required,that the Roman Em- 
perour ſhould ſend him the uſual Tribute , and if hedefired Peace, 
that he muſt then renounce and deſert YYVallachia and Tranſylvania, 
and that hee in ſtead of them would give the Emperour Canifia and 
Erlan, the Empcrour anſwered him, that Tranſylvania came to him 
by inheritance, but that he would treate with himabout YYVallachia; 
and that hee would likewiſe anthilate the Tribute either by treaty or 
contract : Then gott the Turkes Peſt without blow or reſiſtance, 
the Garriſon through feare running away. At that time neare Be- 
cheres, in Tranſylvania, hard by the Citie Sackmar , many perſons 
of credit and reputation did by cleare daylight bchold two FHuſ- 
fars (who ſeemed redas blood) riding on horſcbacke, they had each 
of thema golden Crowne, with alittle crofſe upon their heads, and 
held each of them aFlagg(whereon was a redRofle,) in theirhands, 
which they trayledalong the groiid; they afterwards rode tothe was 
ter Parrack, and over the ſamezas it it hadbeenupon Ice, afterwards 
bothtogether vaniſhed away. Then the Turkes wonn Nowegrade, 
The gof May the Tartars came before NN ewhanſell (which is a City 
built by Mons Le Mor a'Frenchman ) and after they had ſuffered 
much miſerie and greate famine they tooke the ſaid Citie by agree- 
ment. Their Generals name was Han, and the Turkes wouldfaine 
have bought 7 ewhauſel of him, but Han refuſedto do it, and dyed 
reſently after. Anno 1606 wasa Peace for twenty yearesconcluded: 
| mp the Roman and Turkith Emperour, begznning the firſt of 
| fanuary 1607; then was the Citic of N ewhax/ell » pon the1t of Fe- 
Sraary again ſurrendered tothe Emperour. Hereupou theEmperour 
Mathias 
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'Mathiat was intheyeare1607 and 1608 crowned King of Bohemia, 
and moſt magnificently reccived in all his bereditary lands, and was 
marryed unto {77a Queen of Hungaria and Bohemia, And was 


Anno 1612 at Franch fordcrowned King ofthe Romans, inſomuch, 


that every where throughout the whole Empire , at that time no- 
thing but Joy and rejoycing was ſeene or heard, for this Emperour 
being the Sonn of Maximilian, was a courteous and wile Man, and 
when he was but2o yeare old, was EleEted Gouvernour ofthe Ne- 
therlands, Anno 1577 he cameoverto Bruſſel, and made VV/illiam 
Prince of Orange.to be his deputy Lieutenant ; and thence forward 
the Emperour Marhias did reigne very wiſely. Then was Aker by 
malice of the Romans, and order of the Emperour takenin, and the 
Proteſtants were banithed from thence. xulheim which had been 
with ſo great charges built, was demoliſhed, At that time the Ro- 
man and Turkith Emperours made a cefſationfor 20 yeares. The 
Proteſtants intending to celebrate the 7ubily yeare,ftrom Latherstime 
were in Bohemia, and other Impcriall Countrycs hindered to do 
the ſame,by reaſon whereof,certaine Lords were at Praguethrowne . 
out of the Windows. The PrinceElectour of Saxoxyrakes Armes 

againſt theſe proceedings: In the meane time the Emperour Mathias 
having banithed AMansfeld, grew dayly weaker, and being 62 yeares 
old, (havingreigned 9 yeares) was encountered with avery violent 
ſickneffe, whereof hee dyed; Anno 1609 Ferdinandus Arch-Duke of 


. eAuſtria was Elected Emperour, and Crowned at Franckford, hee 


wasthe Son of the Arch-Duke Charles , and Mary the Daughter - 


-of e-{lbrecht Duke of Bavaria, The Empire was in great diſcon- 


tent aboutthis election, and thoſe of Bohemra rebelling, drove the 
Teſwites out of the Kingdome;and made Frederick Palt grave of the 
Rhine their King: The other Prince Electors being hereupon very 
diſcontented, held adyetor Councell at R egensbargh: But King Fre- 
aerick writing to the;other Prince Electors , cold himſelfe tobe 
Crowned King at Pragze:Andthe Empire hereupon falling into ya- 
riance and diſcord , Bethelem Gabor Prince of Tranſylvania cometh 
downe, & tookethe greatCitic of Presburgh fromtheEmperour,and 
correſponding with thoſe of Bohemia , tooke in themeanetime 0- 


therplaces,and aſpired to the Crown of H»ngary,which hee _ 
q C 2 ned, 
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ned, butnever ſufferedtheſameto be put upon his head-, and theres 
forenever bore other title then Prince of Hungary. Anno 1620 the 
Germans , for the free exerciſe of either Religion, kept a Couneell 
or Synod at Nerenbanrgh, where Frederick King of Bohemia appca- 
red, andalſo at VUarhurgh: intheinterim thoſe of 4«ſtr:4, yea the 
Emperour himſelfc grew weake,and the Countof Boxcquey become 
ing neceſſitous , ws ſceing great likelyhood , that the Bohenrans 
would getthe maſtery, retired into Moravia, inthe meane time,the 
Emperour Ferdinand by publike Heralds and Proclamations, mak. 
eth void the Ele&ion of the King of Bohemia, ſhewing his owne 
lwfull proprictie andrightto the Crowne, yet the Bohen:ans reſted 
very well contented with their King Frederick ; butmany were dif- 
contented, becauſe he too ſpeedily cauſed the Altar, and other Ra- 
mith Ornaments in the Emperours Chappell,to be broken inpieces: 
while Moravia,Sileſia and Eawfints in the meane time treate for their 
fecurity: In the interim, Don Balthazar Macadas , with an Army 
of Polanders and Coffacks, falleth into Bohemia, making miſerable 
havocke there amongſt the Proteſtants and Huſſars. In a Dyct at 
Afalhuyſen endeavour was uſed, to perſwade King Fredreck to de« 
fiſt _ renounce the Bohemian Crowne, but Frederick was of opi- 
nion,theeleRion belonged neither-to the Emperour,nor the Princes 
butonely to the Cities and Burgeſſes of Bohemia, whoallo declared 
his eldeſt Son Frederrch to behis Succefſor in the Kingdome: inthe 
meanetimethe Emperour ſtrengthens himſelfe with the Pope,Spaine, 
Inſpruch, Polardand others; and the Duke Maximilian of Bavaria, 
entreth with an Army into feild, and Joh George withan other,they 
both being jealous ofthe good Succeſle of the King of Bohemia,and 
Spinolacomethalſo out of the Nctherlands thither,andupon the 8 of 
November 1620, they beate the King out of the feild ,nere YVVitten- 
bergh by Prague , where the Crowne of Bohemza fell to the Empe- 
rour : and King Frederick fled with his Queeneand Childrento the 
Netherlands. In the like manner was Moravia by Bucquoy allo 
made {ubje&, but when he came before the fortreſſe 7 ewhau/z/,he 
was fallen upon by the Hungarians, and goti6 wounds. At which 
time Bethelems Gabor gave over by an agreement at N-iclansburgh, 
the Crowne of Hungary tothe Emperour Ferdinand, yet _—_— 
| leſs 
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feſs preferving many rights for himſelfe together with-the Prince- 
palaty's of Oppelar and R aribor , and likewitc the title of Prince of 
the Empire. Now the Emperour baving his hands free,beganto per- 
ſecutethe Proteſtant Miniſters, and cauſed their Bookcsto be burng: 
chaſing many Teachers and Schoolmaſters out of the hereditary 
Imperiall Countryes, whereupon the Hungarians, anno 1624 made 
anagreement with Ferhelers Gabor. Anno 1625 the Emperourmade 
{truce of 12 yeares withthe Turkes. And1627 traveling to Prague, 
cauſed the Empreſs to be crowned Queene of Bobemia, and his Sou 

. Ferdinandthe 34 King of Bohemia, Anno 1631 the Swedes invaded 
Germany, deſtroying the whole Empire, and in feveral Battles, beate 
many thouſands of the lmperialiſts, tillthe yeare 1634, the Ballance 
Battle betweene the Swedes and the Emperour was fought before 
Nordlingen: Prague being befiegedand halte wonn. Anno 1637 the 
Emperour Ferdinand the 24 dyed at Vienna, and: his Son Ferdinand 
the z4 preſently tooke the Government upon him: Andanno 1638 
Aaria de Medicis the Queene Mother came outof Brabandto Am- 
fterdam, Anno 1648 wasthe peace concluded at Adrnſter , in the 
interim many ſmall and almoſt inconſiderable things, like to-that 
of Wallenſtein , fell out in the Empire. ' Anno 16.42 the Swedes 
tooke Olmirs in Germany ; but the Peace of Aanſter maketh. every 
one glad, whole Germany hopeth for Joye, and thoſe who had fled 
away, retnrnedagaineto their Vineyards, yet nevertheleſs the Saxon 
couldnot endure any Papiſts, nor-the Emperour Proteſtants , bur 
the Prince Palatin(now the cighth EleQor)doth-permit every one: 
In the meatietimethe Turkes waging Warr with the Fenerzans, take 
(anes in (andia, and would faine have takenall the lands ofthe Ar- 
chipelago ; but finding themſclves.over matched at Sea., did in the | 
yeare 166; ſend forth a great Army by land, againſt eFſtria , to 
take-his revenge upon the Germans : the now preſent Emperour 
Leopold the 24 being delayed with hope', and ngw+having In his 
Embaſſadours , the Baroi de Goes and Dottor Pearle to Mo bents 
nople, beganto perceive; that all was bur meere/ deceipt, and thatif 
he tooke not greater care, they would endeavour'to wringthe Keys 
of eAuſtria out ofhis hands: the Turke onthe other {1de collogued 
with the ſaid Embaſſadours in Tarkey, as it they had beentheir. beſt 
friends, ſending quta report to Feauce ,and other Chriſtian Courts,

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as if they were already newly agreed with the German Emperour: 


inthe mneane time they ſent from allplacesunder the Prime /3/ter to 
Belorada, Can:ſe, and Offen their Soldiers by 3, 4, and 500 together, 
and alſo much Cannon and Ammunition , to the Generall Rande- 
vous, preparing mighty Magazines and ſtoresof Proviſions, to which 
end thcy before hand crucily forced the Countrey-people, bothin 
Tranſylvania and other places , that they neither might nor thould 
bring thcir Catleto any other,thcenthoſeplacesto market: The Count 
Sery# asa true triend to Germany, forewarned the Emperour moſt 
ot all, and required aſſiſtance, for the'defence of his Fortreſs, which 
lyerth upon the borders of Auſtria, as a Wall to Chriſtendome, 1a 
which Countrey his Predeceſſours and family hath for ſeveral hun- 
dred yeares been knowne , and acknowledged for faithtull Cham- 
pions to Exrope : He having beeninformed , that the Turkes were 
m April1663 already aſſembled at Carise, with 1500 Waggons(each 
Waggon with z Horſes) which were onely the train of the faniſarres. 
And Tranſylvania was now taxed and racked by the Turkes , al- 
though their Prince Abafts had promiſed the Inhabitants better dea- 
lings , yet were forced thcreunto by Aly Bajhaw , who governed 
ſeverely. The Emperour being yet but rs cn perceiving him- 
{clfe thus fore menaced with great.calamities,knew notfrom which 


ſide the great ſtorme wasto be expe&ed. The Turkes (as they ſaid) 
had ſcene this following Prodigie in the Firmament , above their 
trontiers againſt Chriſtendome, anddid prognoſticate the ſaine, as a 


forerunner of good fortune. 
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But they mocked ſo long therewith in fuftria tilt God did alſo 
about e Marren and Sileſia , but. eſpecially about Auſtria, ſhew 3 
Comet, or ſtrange Starr in the Firmament, which ſpread its ſelfe over 
Aoravia, acertain Meſſenger of Gods molt dreadfull wrath, forthe 
Sinnesof mankinde : The Jefuircs in Olmirg, the cheife Cittic of 
Aloravia, didtirus decipher this Comet, as they ſaw the ſame, upon 
the 8,9, 10, 11, and 12, daycs of Febrwary 1662, being a great Comet 
of a fiery colour, but ſhortinits appearance,ſtanding uponthe necke 


ofthe Eagle, and upon one of his winges. 
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Whereupon many have made 4. #4rexria prognoftications. This 
unuſual Starr + asalſo ſeen ia the Netherlands,by the King of Spaines 
Aſtronomers, but the nearer the ſame cameto Hel/ard, the morcit

loſt its Station', and at ſength'came to nothing.  Ofithe other fide 
the Proteſtans Srares in Hzngary, roſcapainſt the Romaniſtsin Au- 
ſtria, aſking againe the Churches, whichhad been takenfrom them, 
reſtabliſhment of their Priviledges, and freedome of Religion , to 
which the Imperial Court would not liften , in ſo much, thar there 
wasa ſuſpition, that the Hungarians (as here tofore) would ſubmit 
and-receive the Turkes , and on the other fide the Emperour was 
jealous, that(becauſe of certain diſcontents happened betweene the 
French King , and the Duke of Loraine, probably the King mighe 
havea deſigne againſt Srrasbargh, and confequently upon Germany, 
and the rather, becauſe he ſeemed to hive madea League with ſeve- 

rall Princes upon the Rhimz moreover there was adyet orafſembly 

. convened at cog » to put a {tgp tothe Turkes ; But there 

were more expences cherebyeluryduon Exrope, then profit re- 
dounded to Chriſtendome , but no-bedy would acknowledge the 

Emperour, until all Priviledgesand pretenſes were ſatisfied, andrhen 

they would talke of giving of money, The Turkes on the other fide

- Court: did alſo induce of perſwade all the Tartars , and other his' 
wilde Tributaires, who dwell onthe Exx:ine Seas northwards, and 
toward 7apar, as Slaves toſtand up'for him, andto Atelpe to ſubdue 
the Germans ( whom the Mahometan Monarch called a wicked 
people) to eſtablith his Throne , and accofdingly hee faid in this 
following manner (in his mott unfathionable heathenith ſpeech) 
That he according to the old prophecy , ro that effett foretold many

Grvenin our mightie Fortreſſe, and cheife Citie 
Conſtantinople, ( which our Predeceſſors 
have by forceof VVarr taken fromyon, and 
miſerably chaſed away bothVVomen andChil- 
dren, and will keepe 5; ſame according to our 
will to the laſt,to the ſhame of the Chriſtians ) 
in the 2; yeare of our nativity , and in the z 
geare of our no w mighty Empire, 


"This bitter and Antichriſtian Letter was preſently put into exe- 
cution, by the deſtrufion of many Townes & Villages in Hungary, 
after that they in «Auguſt laſt, had firſt of all beſieged the Fortrefs 
called Yeſprin, where they miſled their aime,by reafonthat the great 
Cannon andvigillancy of the Count Seryz rowſed them away ; by 
which meanes the Baſhap and the reſt of the Turks councellof Warr 
relolved to beſiege ſome conſiderable place over the Donaw; upon 
the r1of Azouſt 166; they fall upon the famous Fortreſs of 2 ew- 
hauſell, whichlyethin a Moraffc, in which Count Forgars an Hun- 

rianhad the Command, who but lately before was unfortunatl 
beaten by the Turkes , in theirpaſſage over the Donaw; they firſt 
ſtormedthe Cittie neare the Vienna Towre , and made their quar- 
ters round about the ſane, namely on the Auſtrian fide on the right 
hand, lay with his quarter Becho Baſhaw Grand Vifier of Offer, K 
ving nineBatteries, of three demy Cannon, and five whole Cannon, 
onthe left ſide of Newhauſell, had Aly Baſhaw his quarter , withtwo 
Faulcons , andtwo demy Cannons, and ſeveral ſmall pieces: at the 
Tower of Granthe Ba/bay Captain had his quarter with 3 Faulcons:

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The: fourth quarter {ay on the Icft hand of the above mentioned, 
under the Command of the 7aniſaries, Agaſay, with one Falconand 
ewo demy Cannons , having round about the Fortrefle Batteries,at 
the cnd of euery fifty paces. Nowat that time thoſe of eMoravie 
began farſtto ſee the wrath of God, andthe certainty ofhismeſſen- 
gerthe; Comet here before mentioned, which appeared in thehca- 
yens: Andit was alſo well knownto thoſe in the Countrey ,.in the 
Village Dillern, lying a quartcr of amile from Schommirs, one of the 
mountain Citties , , upon the fourteeneth of Aprill 1663), a Sowe 
brought forth a Monſter, the upper partthercof had wholy the re- 
ſemblance of a Woman , with faire and-long curled haire , which 
hung over the eyes, and ha4a great bunch le a plume of Feathers 
upon the head; alrogether ofthe fame faſhion as the prowd: Ladyes 
in Moravia and Hungary uſed to wear the ſame year-; onthe feet 
of this young Swine were ſcene the new faſhioned horne ſhoves, 
and other figures ofpride. And in the Imperjall Citie Yienna, by 
5 Gaal K rokes of wild fire, which fell downe upon!a Stable where- 
in was much Haye, many Houſes were turned into aſhes 3 which 
was a warning piece : the Turkes ( whoall knew. to make ufc of 
occaſions. ) had in their comming the Hungarians to. be their 
friends; which people conſiſting of many Proteſtants , both Calys- 
niſts, Lutherans, and others , were by the rage of the Jeſuites depri- 
yed both ofthe freedome of their Conſcience and uſe of their Chur- 
ches; theſe Hungarians, ſeeing that thaxthe Romiſh Clergy were ſo 
much regarded inthe Imperiall Court , and that-they ( as Beggars ) 
werealwayes put off with aflight anfwer, did afterwards more and 
more turne themſclves to the Turkes who having now maſtered 
F'Varadin and Tranfilvania let the People remaine inthe Countrey, 
takingaciyil Tribute,and ſufteredeachtoenjoye his Conſcience and 
Religion without any incumbrances ; {they did therefore think by 
rcaſonthat the Emperour couldnot defend Trazſylvaniaagainitthe 
Turkes,(and that the torme would fallupon Hangary ) that it was 
better to receive a Prince who could defend them , and give them 
lberty of Conſcience, then one who wanted power, andicemedto 
force them in their Conſcience. The Emperour well perceiving 
which way the tide would turnc , appeared preſently in aDyet or

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Courcell at Preibowrgh ; where the Conneell-chamber oftentimes 
ſhooke with many highwords andprateftations, yetinvaine,withs 
out: pacifyinganydiſcontents, for the Hungarians told tim plainly, 
thatthey.could not affiſt, unleſs their Priviledges andChucches were 
reſtored as | informer time ; wherennto:the Romith Ecclefiatticks 
were aotinclined : And by this meanes the Turkes invaded «Mo 
ravia, to the great aſtoniſhmentand diſtrution of many thoufand 
Saules, who were thereby {laine, andcarricd into captivity. The 
Tartars hal one body of x5000 Horſemen, and the Turkes twobn- 
dycs of 40000 men, and3z6000 which/they kept on the other fide 
of the Donaw, and whilſtthey were buſic in bringing the Cannow 
before I ewhanſell;theſe bodyes camginto feverall places,burning 
Shaxmey and Gran,and the faire and pleaſant Beckenſo: The Tartars 
in the meane while get over the Water called the YYaag, where one 
Ebas Thaſie an Hungarian with fome Troopes lay, for defence, but 
hee focingthem come, didnot expe& nor ftay for theEnemy,, but 
deſerted the ſame, and moſt thamefully rannaway. The” Tartars 
comming into the Mountainous places , got great booty by their 
plundering Sr George, Teſmg and Derduke, and from thence. they 
come into-e Fforaviayin ſomuch,thatthe Jeſuits at Olmzrs could fee 
by day and by night manyfires of thofe Villages, which they every 
night turned into athes; the'Tartars burned alio the faire Cities of 
Paſſing, Thouron, Moron, and Uryſtalein,and in Moraviamore then 
60 -Townes and Villages , cutting in pieces many old People and 
young:Children, and carrying away many thouſands of youngmen 
and Women into captivity to be ſould, whom they ſent into chaynes 
to Tartary and Turkey : Theſe miſerable Caprives they carry to 
both their Marketts, and looke both Man and Womanin the mouth 
and in the teeth, {as they doe the Horſes inthe Netherlands) bow 
old they arc, which accordingly are bought at high or low prices: 
now wasSevery oneafraid (as they had cauſe, of this barbarous in- 
valion; The Citic Presburoh was overfilled with people , who fled

the other halfe plundered, fome fallen upon aridmurthered , lying 
under. wheeles of Carts and Wapgons\, . fome'as they wereſcrting 
at table, others in their Beds, and asrhey were aflcepe, were fallen 
uponand murthered: They werethc happieſt , who flying day an 
night could in time efcape with their lives, leaving behinde themrhe 
rich Copper mines, 'which are by N{ ewhaxfell, and rhe greene 
Water kick falls there(which is well kowneto Paynters) alſo the 
rare Bathes of Miſfſia and (raxſchin, andthe healthfull warme ſpring 
lying onthe water. Yap, together with the delicious Carpes and 
other well taſted Fith in the River T3bſer, and forgetting thetrade 
of the Townes and Hills,the bleatings of the multitudes of Sheepe, 
the gatheringof Wooll,and making of the moſt renowned Hunge- 
rian Cloathes, neither could ow the fearchers of Nature have time 
to trouble themſelves tro enquire, what ſort of Poyſon lyes hid in 2 
ou ofthe earth, by the Hills of A ewhanfell, thar whatſocver Bird 

ieth over the ſame dycth, or elſe wherefore the water of the foun- 
taineneare:Leewa, afloone as it ſpringerh out turncth into Srone, or 
why the water of the Fountaine Smolints confumerhTron, and cauſed 
a horſcſhaoe which hadebecn'tkerin24 houres to beas foftas mud. 


[That the Inhabitans make Copper of Cypres, And why Vitriol of 


the flower of Copper, and Salte Fountains growe. There were 
now other things tothinke of, and great feare, And yet could not the 
German Deputyes at R eoensburgh inthe Diet.or Councel agreeto 
afſiſt the Emperour : ſome Princes fem many fmall Troopes but 
theſe came ſo ſlowly on,as the Donaw flowethin the heate of Sum- 
mer hardly knowing whether to runn backward or forwards : on 
the other ſide all fortes of Antichriftian. Enemys flowed abundantly 
i the Empcrours hereditary Countryes , beholding new b<fore 
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them a Treaſure of rich Prey left open to them. The: Son of the. 


Great Cham of Tartary came himſelte, with 163 Seandards iato De- 
bres (being as was beleeved) thereunto induced by the approaching 
Booty. e Weywooda of Wallachia , with a Company of 600 
tall fellows with red Coates about him for his Guard, armed only 
with Bowes and Arrows,otherwiſe ſo lightly and pitifully moun- 


ted likEunto unarmed Graſshoppers, lame horſes, and halting Sol- 


diers: Theſeandthe Bajhaw of Erlan, cameallo together, and went 
to Peſt over the Donaw towards Lewents , and the Mountain Ciz- 
ties : where theſe poore people having no Mills to-grinde,, were 
forced to cate their Corne greene, butmany by wearineſsand famine 
fell downe , by the highway , which by reaſon of the great raine 
were become very wet: they had in their Leaguer the greateſt Tur- 

Kith Cannon drawne by 70 Buffels or One BK ſhot a96 pound 

Bullet; this piece broke , and killed many Fanſaries with the blow, 
yet neverthcleſle the cruell Barbarians , when they came into /o- 
ravia , bcate and deſtroyed foure Regiments. of Croatian Dra- 
goons, of which not ten Men eſcaped , andalſo the Regiment of 
Scharles,and hee himſclfe mortally wounded;FThe Holſtciners beate. 
themſelves through them , . thoſe of Brym and Moravia ſaw theſe 
Heathens demaund the ſurrender ofa principal Paſſe : and in the 
meane time almoſt all living thereabouts ſought protection within 
their ſtrong Walls and Gates. They alſo in the fametime faw A1a- 
pagelo Brokowits and Oſtrowa ſtand all of a flame, the paſſage to Be- 
wits , Zaromits and Packowits, would hardly be ſecured ſ 

of the Trecs: The Prince of Anthen, and Count Copperdefeſtein for- 
ſooke their Caſtles and Countrey, and broke off the Bridges bchind 
them, and came withtheir Ladyesinto Brin: Hallits, Gnbſan,Strafins, 
Weſel, Greenand Staints were alſo ſeen all onfire , Another part of 


the Tartars, who broke into Bohemia, fell upon Kortenburgh, lyinga 


League from Prag#e, into the Cloiſter ofthe Nunnes , which they 
throughly plundered, and tookemoſt ofthe Nunnes with them,and 
Cut of the breaſts off ſome of themzan Earle 1itting atthe Table, leapt 
out atthe Windowand fled ; but the Nunnes were all ofthemcar- 
ried captives outof the Cloyſter; by reaſon hereof,the old Empreſs

the Imperiall Treaſure was hudled up together, Breflaw in Silefla mu- 
ſters Soldiers: the Peſants are ſent into the Hills and Mountaines to 
deſtroy and ſpoyle the Trees and Highwayes, the deare Corne har- 
veſt, yarne, tradearid commerce wercallnegle&ed , all people were 
in confuſion, - Inthe meane time, fthe Turkes before I ewhauſell 
uſe theitutmoſt force (and being taught by thoſe, that had ſcene the 
fame done in Exrope ) drainedthe Water of the Nap in the Moras 
out, though their: great ſhatt did little harme to thoſe within , who 
tookean oath todefend the fameplace to the utmoſt : in the interim 
the Imperiall Generall , Count Montecucalls lay ficke of a fevor at 
Presburgh: and the Hungarian Crown wasfor ſecurity carried out of 
that Cittie ; Neither did the Turks eſcape free , one of their Viliers 
was before Newhaxſell ſhot through his fide, many of the beleague- 
rers werekilled, and the Grand U!ſier of Offen grew extream flicke; 
whotill now had detained with him , the Emperours Embaſlador, 
the Baron de Goes, to theend he might take notice , what power and 
forces the Turkiſh Emperour had there : the ſame de Goes had afa- 
ther Confeffor, who was a great Chymiſt and Philoſopher, who ap- 
plycd himſclfeto cure the Vijier HE trooke fo good ctfect , that 
the Yifier eſtcemed him as a Prophet or Saint, and would not there- 
. foreſuffer this father Confefſor to goe from him. On the other ſide 
there came news to Pragze that abour the ſame time, the Turkith 
Emperour underſtanding that the Count Seryn,in Yeſpryn had beaten 
oft the Turkiſh Leaguer, and wouldapparently by his great courage 
performe fome notable Exploit , by invading of Twrkey , cauſed a 
Cabinet to be preſentcd to him, full (as the bearer hereof, who was 
a Turke ſaid) of precious Stones; the Count Seryin well —_—_— 
the Turkiſh deccipts and faire wordes, was ſuſpitious thereof; an 
that there was ſome treachery therein, yer he nevertheleſs reſolved 
asagratuity for this preſent , toreleaſea Turke , who was a perſon 
of greatquallity,and his Priſoner;defiring that the ſaid releaſed Turke 
being his departure ſhould openthe ſaid Cabinet, which he doing, 
there came five ſhott or Bullets out of it, with which hee being 
wounded fell downe dead upon the ground, whereupon the Count 
Seryn perceiving the ſaid her Ba witha conſiderable force in- 


ta Tiwrkey, and haying killed many Turkes , returncd was 8 
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Booty into his Fortreſs', hercypon it was reported rharehe Huns 
Pr IEG this Count, and that hip wittrchirrythou- 
fand Menwere ready toadyancesfor his affiſtance agginſtthe Turkes, 
bur the ſame-not yet-Succeeding, thoſe of Newhanſell having been 
wearycd and ſpent almoſt ſixs weeke ſpace, andfſecing allothatthere 
was ſuch negligence'to-affiſt them , began to grow faint; the Hun- 
arians who were there within, hating Allie, oppofaltitm- 
elves againſt their Comtnander- Forgats, it 'was faidby many'thathe 
and rhe Germans were willing to fight;But hisenemyes ſayhe having 
correſpondence with the Turks,diduponthe'27 of Seprerwber(when 
there was art intention torelcive the place) ſell the ſame for 60000 
Duckets ; for certain it is that'it was- to the'grear-griefe'of rhe 
Emperour and ſhame: of the Hungarians, the ſclfe fame day-deli- 
vercd by agreementovertothe Turkes, notwithſtanding-thare was 
no want within the place,but well provided for along time, andalfo 
with 130 piece of Cannon ;theremarched out 3500 Men to Comprra; 
The Turks were glad of this Viory , and gave every Hungarian 
who would ſtay withinaDucket, the ſamertheyalſo promiſed to the 
Countrey. people in the Mountains, whichwell pleaſed thoſe people, 
1n ſomuch that ina ſhort'time a farther invaſion of the-Purkes is to 
be expeRted *: forthe Auſtrians did much ſuſpe&Atrange Nations, 
who profferd thztr aſfiftance againſtthe Turks; There isareport that 
France proffered 12000, and'the mutinons Polanderwouldadvance 
with7000 Men; if therewere money t6 pay: themzalſo Swethland 
' and Denmarke did offertodo their indeavors: Burwerenot accepy 
tedof, not withſtanding, «1+/tria, Bohemia, Sylefia; and (Moravia 
Tay now quite open tothe 'Furkes, andtharthe Kingdome of Han- 
garia, mightbe in amannerſaid to be totally;loſt: God preſerve the 
neighbouring places, and/diyert the -haughrinefsand ſelfecnds' ofthe 
German Princes, the differcnees, diſcontents, andfuperftiiouschar- 
ges, in their pompous Dyers ahd'Conneels, The perſecutions and' 
divifions of the Chriſtians (who being in Tiwrkey, are all of one-Re-

Y/Vaſſen and Satwan flow two, 
Rivers or Torrents,called Gengesand SalwrtJa, theſe at lenpth fall in- 
to Theisnearethe Citie and Fortreſs called Sonock, whichis defen- 
ded, (though not withlarge ) yet with ſtrong Walls, guardedat:the: 
points with a ſtrong and well built Caſtle, ſeparated in two parts (as. 
eMaſtrich: from YVVaert) by a moat-bridge , environed with ilow 
Lands : you may alſo ſce ſpringing out of the foremoſt (arpatiſh 
Mountaines the Water or River called the Tarſa, running over be- 
fore the Eycrias, where it diſchargeth it ſelfe into the water called 
the Hawat, where not farr from the foremoſt Mountaines Creſma- 
kata the Citie Caſſovza is ſituated , which is well built full of Inha- 
bitants, and fortified with Walls and Bullwarks, on the other ſide of 
the Theys towardthe frontiers of Tranſylvanta, may you behold the 
faire Caſtles and Fortreſles, called the NG K:ſko,and others 
there being;fromthence to the Donaw almoſt no conſiderable place 
of ſtrength, ſave onely Sr 2 icholas and Buerten, uponan arme of 
the Donaw; you may ſee the Fortreſs Comorrazbeing abrave ſtrength 
or defence to Chriltendome, lying upon the ſtreame like anIfſland 
for ſeverall Leagues inlength and breath,the Inhabitants thereabouts 
call this ſtrength or Fortreſs (as an accuſtomed name)their Defender, 
as concerning the Fortreſs it ſelfe , thoſe who have taken a ſerious 
view ſay thatitlyeth upon the lowermoſt part of this ſaid Ifland, the 
Citie which lyethneare thereunto isnot of much concernment,they 
have a brave Caſtle, Tower and a Bridge over the Donaw, a Ger- 
man Preaching-houſe, Hungarian Churches,Block-houſesand Lime- 
kills : The Fortreſs R gab which lyeth next thereunto , taketh its 
name morefromthe waterRaab,wich runneth along there;thenfrom 
the Donaw which alſo runneth there along : This place ſeperateth 
eAnſtria from Hungary, hereare alſo German and Hungarian Chur- 
ches, Caſtles, Townes,Suburbs, and otherplaces, which are moſt of 
them ruined, and dolie waſt ({omorra inthe middle near theDonaw: 
three leagues fromthence,lycthupon the Martins Hills, which reat- 
cheth 


£heth tothe Clowdes)) the Cloyſter which yet is preſerved onely 
-with afence of wood or garden pales : butſouthwards you may ſee 
-1n the-Mapp Papa, {ituated by agreat Dike, having only Tutnepikes 
and'a Wall to free them from any enterpriſe , with which the Caltle 
alſo is defended: To the Eaſtward you may ſeeDorts which like tothe 
above mentioned ſituated upon very high Hills, buta League from 
the:Donaw, there is now nothing but a Caftle, the Citic beinglong 
ſince ruined, not far from the Citie A/oates are-ſeen certain very 
. high Hills,out of whichthey hew white. Marble, the which Hills by 
their hight have alwayes been hurtfullto the ſaid Caſtle, aboveupoi 
the ſame do {till ſtand an ancient Cloyſter. The Turkes and Chri- 
ſtians have there their warme Bathes, andeſpecially burying places; 
Not far from thence , upon the Dozaw you may ſee Strigoniums or 
Gran, which are four Cities, oncuponthe Hill ; and two on the 0- 
ther ſide in the Champaine Countrey whichare won and miſerably 
ruined by the Turkes: neare thereunto you may ſee Vizegrades,, a 
Caſtle and alittle City , which was heretofore a place of pleaſureof 
the Kings of Hungary; King Marhias did cauſeto be herebuilt,many 
pleaſure Gardens,:Houſes, Walkes, and Halls, of Marbleſtone and 
rick Wood. Then:you runn along the Doraw to Offer , Buda or 
Peſt , which the Turkes anno 1519 wonn fromthe Chriſtians, and 
do eyer fince keepe in their.poſleſſion , by which wee ſee that the 
Turkes by theirunity,to the 1gnominy of theRomaniſt do more,and 
more eſtabliſh themſelves againſt the Chriſtians, this Citielyeth yery 
pleaſantly on both ſidesof the Donay, and is well fortified, and hath 
alſo a Block-houſe upon the. hill; alittle without the great old Citie : 
fromthence you may 'comeover that Countrey to YVeſpriv,which is 
an ancient Epiſcopall Citie ſituatedupontheRiver called the Sarwy, 
it lyeth upon a high hill, and hathits namefrom the white ſpringing 
Fountaines: The lower Citie at preſent is of little conſideration, but 
whatſoever is above upon the Hill, which goeth finely up, and on all 
fides-ſheweth its ſelfe very compleatly , . comprehending with the 
Caſtle, the one within the other, are of ſtrong defence, fromthence 
you come to Pal/ora, being a Caſtle with double Moates, walled and 
 foure Schonſes,defended withTurne-pikes againſt any aſſault: Then 
if youturne your {elfeto lower Hangary, youmay findethe __—_ 
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poli or cheife Citie Srel-YVeiſenbowrgh, Aba Regala,vdere inats 

cient timesthe Kings of Hungary were uſually Crowned and buried; 

it hath threc Suburbs, and is well fortified, inſomuch,thatlyoucannet- 
therenter in, nor comeout, fave onely over wooden Bridges, lyerh 
ina Valley,and not abletobe approached unto,yea the yery Suburbs 
are walled aboutto defend againſt an enterpriſe :'but yerthe heatof 
Summer cannot defend them from many reigning Countrey ſick- 
neſles,fo that it is very unwholſome to dwell there, 'hardly a League 
from thence, by the water Ballatonlake , you have the Fortreſs Szget, 
fenſed roundabout with Morafſesand Quagmires,devided intothree 
partes, into whichyou muſt goover two Bridges: this Fortreſs was 
beſieged by Solyman, and the Moates filled up with baggs of Wool, 
but was ſo courageouſly detended by the Count Serys, that Solymar 
was forced to leave the Siege; withthe loſs of 26000 Turkes.: you 
may alſo ſee in our Mapp Serynſwar, ſituatednear the River Dravas, 
Count 2 zcholas Seryn began to build this his Fortrefſe in ene r66x 
whenas the Turkes fad overmaſtered the Fortreſs (anifia in Styer- 
marke; he made choice of aplace not far from a Moras or Quagmir 
lying neara Water called rhe Michic, and did with aſſiſtance of many 
people, ( which were wellafte&ed to him , who brought Cartsand 
Marterialls thither)build the ſame, inſomuch thatthe Mill and Fortye- 
houſes were built, and ſtooddefended, calling this place accordingto 
his name, thatit belonged tothe Seryns: and afſooneas he from elſe- 
| Where had gotten therein ſixe brave pieces of Cannon, The Turks 
wereincented, andthreatned him, that-if heedid not demoliſh-the 
ſame they would comeand viſit him:this Order came notalonefrom 
the Grand S;g1:0r out: of Conſtantinople, but there wasalſo an Embaſ. 
{adour ſent to the German Emperour, who moſt carneſtly defired 
the demollithing of the faid place Seryzſwar ; inthe meane time the 
{aid Count proceeded with his forriflonion , and brought his Lady 
alſotherein; The Baſhaw of Cani;aperceiving'thatthere was little to 
be'done with him by force ,- puton the Foxes skin, and fentto the 
Count, and asked if this was don by order'of the-German Empe- 
rour, Seryz bad hin to tell the Ba/haw, thathee was not obliged to 
_ give him an account thereof (although it was the Emperours plea- 
dure)torit was upon his Ground and Territory thatthis Fortreſs was 
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1built for'defence of his Kingdome'; the Baſhnw proceeded further 
.hereupon: ( becauſe that hee. underſtood that every day more and 
:more Ordinance and Ammunitionicame therein)and demanded,that 
\ſeeing there was. peace between the Turkiſh and German Empe- 
Tour, why heebrought ſo much Cannon uponthe Walls of his For- 
zreſs; the Count well knowing that he had to deale with a Foxe,gaye 
this nſweri, becauſc hee but lately before had cauſed a great, Wood 
"whichlay very neare to. his Fortreſs, to be cutt downe, that this was 
done'to keepeofthe Wolves , Bears,and other wild beaſts fromhis 
Walls; The Baſhaw well underſtanding his double meaning anſwer, 
ſentnomore Meſſengers afterthattime to the Count, butto the Tur- 
kiſh Court, where hee propounded, that ſuchaFortreſs ought nor 
to be tolerated in the face of Txrkey , being a great diſadvantage 
to the Turkes, being ſituated betwecn a Morals and two Rivers, 
where ends the one and other Iſland, and the land was incompaffed 
with little waters or Moores, having no-Hills thereaboutneareto 
hurt it, thatthe ſame was environed about with ſtrong high Walls, 
and deepe Ditches or Moatcs: aſhelter or defence to the lands onthe 
other fide the Donaw, anda prote&ianto (omorra and Rab: you 
may therealſo ſee above the cheife Citic Yzerne , the Hungarian Me- 
tropolis Presbargh ſituated on the Donawtenn Leagues from Vienna, 
in a very faire convenient and healthfull pleaſant place : the Hills 
lying thercabouts towardsthe Sun riſing, arcall planted with Vines 
and Trees, on the ide of the River Donaw,it is full of Gardens, plea- 
ſure places, Mcadows;andCorne-grounds,it hath alſo a Caſtle upon 2 
Hill whichis likewiſe called Presbargh:but whereas the Turkes by 
treachery (asis beleeved)) uponthe 27 of September 1663 got —_ 
hauſell, and thatthey came from thence before Presbargh ( in which 
place the Count Honrecnculls the Imperial Generall lay ficke) it was 
thought good to fortific the ſame, which was before onely defended 
aSapainſt an enterpriſe with Turne-pikes , and encompaſſed witha 
ſtrong Wall ) which they as one man began in Ofober following, 
making one whole and vaſt worke to defend all evento the Donaw: 
The Baſhay of Offen hearing this newes, required their allegiance, 
and promiſed the Inhabitants, that they for three ycares ſpace thould 


be free fromall burthens and Taxes;but they within retufedthe _ 
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fer and fortified both day and night the aid Citie; for otherwile it 
this Citic had been loſt , all the over the Danaw , alſo Raab; 
' Comorra and Serynſwar , would have been as cut of from Germany: 
but Serynſaar may be attacqued onthefide of /aly. The Count Seryn 
having taken Councell with the Imperiall Officers;he ſuddenly went 
'. over the 'Donaw to Comorra, to joyne himſelfe to certain thouſands 
of Hiingarians, Polanders and others; whereupon the Turks refor- 
tifying Newhauſell,withtheir greateſt Forces followed the Count;the 
efte&s whereof and whatthis Winter will produce about Vicegrad, 
or cl{ewhere be pleaſed ta expeR ina ſecond parttogether withthe 
deſcription of Serynſpar, withits fortifications; and likewiſe ot Pres= 
burgh, the Fortrelſes Comorra, Raab,andother places yer belonging 


tothe Chriſtians, which areat preſent in agitation.
